ORIGIN OF COPYRIGHT, AND THE FIRST 
whi a LSTERARY. PIRACY, 

rst appearance of any thing in the shape 
of a legal aeacay granted oo otha for their pro- 
ducuons, is referred, by Mr. D'fsvaeli, to the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. No book was allowed to be 
published without the permi of hi 
of the press, who were instructed, for the better pro- 
tection of literary property, only tw give one license 
for the same book. This does not, however, ap- 
pear to have had the desired effect, since these per- 
sons were easily tampered with by the Anwed weil 
of those days, to furnish half a dozen authories to 
different persons for the same work. In Queen 
Aune’s reign, the office of licenser of the press was 
ne away with, and literature received a more de~ 
finite and decided protecuon. A limited term was 
granted to every author to reap the fruit of his 
labours ; after which a man’s right to his own 
work ceased altogether. This has been the case 
ever since. 

The first protection of literary proj may, 
however, be traced toa much earlier period, mame- 
ly, in 1514, in Italy, during the pontificate of the 
accomplished Leo X., who p Band to Beroaldo, the 
editor of the five books of Tacitus (brought 
Angelo Arcamboldo from the Abbey of Corvey, in 
Westphalia, ) an exclusive right to the profits of his 
labours. ‘To effect this, Leo denounced sentence 
of i gainstany who should reprint 
the work without the permission ef the proprietor, 
besides a penalty of two hundred ducats, and the 
forfeiture of the whole impression, At the end of 
ten years this injunction was to cease, aud the book 
to become general property. Notwithstanding the 
exertions of the Ponutf the work was pirated, and 
printed at Milan the same year by Manuziano, who 
had established hunself there as a publisher, in ep- 
position to Aldrus Manuzio. He appears to have 
obtained the sheets of Beroaldo’s Tacitus surrep-

veterans like ourselves in the New-York militia, 
was exceedingly diverting. ‘Two soldiers were | 
stationed on guard at this spot, and as their duty | 
was not particularly burdensome, they were quiet- | 
ly kicking their heels over the bank, and endea- | 
vouring to inveigle some small fish (smaris), about 
the size of our killifish, out of the water.

But what 
they did grumble at was to be compelled to mount 
guard without other provision than their ration of 
bread, and they were then endeavoring to supply 
the deficiency by fishing. Their tour of duty, how- 
ever, they said, would expire in a few days, and up- 
on their return to barracks they would be perfectly 
happy, for they would then receive their full ration 
both of bread and meat. These soldiers must have 
been | dogs, to complain about the want of 
ment, for the laboring class, whose toil would seem 
to require a very substantial (fare, are satisfied with 
one meal a day, consisting of a small loaf of bread 
and a piece of watermelon, or a few black and bit- 
ter olives. Upon examinmg the muskets of these 
soldiers, which they permitted us to do freely, we 
found them to be of Turkish manufacture. There 
was little to eriticise, except that the stock of one 
musket was broken directly acrosa, and held togeth- 
er by the extemporary aid ofa piece of rope, while 
the other was perfect in every respect, except that 
it wanted a uw. ger. Neither had flints, but as the 
country is now in a state of profound repose and 
pence, these would be quite superfluous. One of 
the greatest difficulties to be overcome under the 
new arty regulations, was to conquer the aversion 
of the soldiery to mounting guard. Nothing ap- 
peared to them more ridiculous than to be compell- 
ed to walk backwards and forwards for several 
hours with a gan on their shoulders, just like the 
restless Franks ; and what to them seemed to be 
the climax of absurdity, was, to keep up the same 
farce during the night. In the good old times of 
the Janizaries, such puerilities as mounting guard 
were never dreamed of. Indeed, guards could 
then have been of no earthly use, for all the plun- 
derings and murders were monopolized by those 
cut-throats themselves. The dress of the modern 
Turkish soldier has partaken of the general change 
which bas occurred within the last ten years, and 
whatever it may have lost in picturesque effect, it 
has certainly gained in effectiveness for military du- 
ty. Instead of loose slipshod slippers, he now 
wears stout serviceable shoes, securely fastened by 
jeather strings. The huge balloon chashkeers, 
which impeded his every movement, have given 
place to woollen trowsers, still rather ample about | 
the nether man, but not so large as to prevent bim | 
from making a rapid charge upon the enemy, or 
from running away.

The Elephant.—The elephants form a necessary 
and important appendage to a Mahratta camp, and 
are attended with the greatest care and fed on the 
choicest food, even in times of scareity, particularly 
when on hard service. Besides their vegetable 
diet, they are fed with rich balls, called massaulla 
composed of spices, sugar, butter, and other expen” 
sive ingredients, especially in a camp where every 
thing was extravagantly dear. This rich food was 
necessary both for the elephants and choice Arab 
horses, in a country every where laid waste and 
destroyed by the enemy, and affording but little pro 
vender. A scarcity of food, therefore, for man and 
beast, is nv uncommon circuinstance in warlike ex- 
peditions in India. But, however others might sul- 
fer from want of daily sustenance, there was an 
ample allowance for the favorite elephants of the 
Mahratta sovereign; yet they pined away, and 
grew ema iated, without any apparent canse. At 
length the keepers were suspected of defrauding 
them of their massaulla ; as the delicacies in these 
balls composed likewise the most expensive and sa- 
voury parts of the pilaus, curries, atid other dishes 
of the Moguls, and too costly for persons in their 
situation to purchase. The Master of the Fle- 
phants, who, like the Master of the, Horse in Eu- 
rope, is generally a man of rank, then appointed 
inspectors to see them fed, and the elephants re- 
gained their strength, and, for a time, appeared in
